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REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated August 14, 2002, the Examiner imposed a restriction 
requirement between seven different species. Claims 3, 13-14 and 18-20 are hereby 
withdrawn from consideration, without prejudice. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects species V, Figure 12, 
with traverse. Claims 1-2, 4-12 and 15-17 read on the elected species. Applicant 
respectfully submits that it is improper to restrict the inventions shown in Species IV and 
Species V. The grafts shown in Figures 8-12 are similar. A full and complete search of 
the prior art for Species IV is expected to cover those areas searched for Species V, and 
visa- versa. Furthermore, no undue burden is expected to be incurred by the Examiner in 
searching for prior art covering the embodiments of the invention shown in Figs. 8-12. 
As such, Applicant respectfully submits that the distinction between the species should 
not be maintained. 

Applicant has added new claims 21-36, all of which read on the elected Species 
V, as well as Species IV.
